the days of the open saloon, Stanley 
Shirk, research director of the New 
York Moderation League, told 
the 
senate prohibition committee today. 
Opening the final stage of the wet 
cause, Shirk revealed results of his 
1 national survey showing arrests for 
drunkenness had Increased In 
4 57 
representative places from 
250,000 
iii 1920 to 550,000 in 1924. 
Every state iti th e Union was rep­ 
resented in the survey from which 
Shirk concluded: 
“ When we consider that drunken 
ness generally has already Increased 
to the pre-prohibltlon level and that 
drunken drivers and drunken child­ 
ren have increased far above 
a n y ­ 
thin g ever known before 
In 
this 
country, we callot escape tin* eon 
elusion that the Volstead act has ut 
terly failed to do what was intended 
to do. namely promote temperance 
and sobriety. 
“ Conditions have heroine 
worse, 
not better, each year. With the next 
generation, d rin k in g as never before, 
there see ms to he no hope that the 
Volstead act in its present 
drastic 
form will accomplish Its purpose in 
tho long run. 
"From the experience before n a­ 
tional prohibition of the states which 
have restrictive laws, from the ex­ 
perience of the whole country d u r ­ 
ing the restrictive years 1918 1919 
and from the experience of tin* Can 
adian provinces, we believe that a 
greater degroi of temperance can In* 
attained by a 
wise restrictive law 
than by fl bone dry Jaw which does 
not command the respect of a large 
part of the people. 
“ We are also of the firm convic­ 
tion that such a policy of wise re 
strict ion would have the incidental 
advantage of elim inating almost en 
ti rely the scandalous corruption and 
bribery of public officials, would stop 
tlio growth of the bootlegging mil­ 
lionaire class, would ( beck disregard 
of law and would In addition pro 
duel* a handsome natio nal r* venue. 
“ In other wet states drunkenness 
Is about the same now is before pro 
bibi) ion,” .Shirk said. “ But in states 
which had their own dry laws befan* 
prohibition, 
drunkenness 
is 
much 
higher t han in 19 14.”
